A note  from  Don  Jones: 

I Remember  Mama 

One  Sunday  I was  reading  plays  in  an  effort  to  find  something 
to  do  which  would  feature  our  talented  females.  Judson  Laird 
who  had  played  Papa  on  the  television  version  of  "I 
Remember  Mama"  lived  just  behind  us  and  I often  bumped 
into  him  as  we  were  walking  our  dogs.  After  our  meeting.  I 
started  to  reread  "Mama"  and  ended  up  with  tears  in  my  eyes. 
What  a lovely  story  of  a young  girl  who  overcame  what  some 
would  call  adversity  and  became  a successful  writer,  was 
there  ever  a sweeter,  nicer  more  motherly  person  than  Naomi 
Nissen?  She  continues  to  play  that  role  today  with  her  own 
daughter.  Jeanne  Morris  played  Katrin  the  young  daughter 
with  Greg  Nissen  and  Risa  Krive  and  Joanne  O'Connell 
rounding  out  the  children  in  that  family  with  a stern  Ron 
Mayers  ruling  the  roost  as  best  he  could  with  an  ever  inventive 


mother  really  in  charge  Tony  Solomita  got  to  utter  his  now 
famous.  "God  dammit  to  hell"  to  make  up  for  the  "F  bomb" 
which  we  dropped  from  "Indians".  Michele  Britton  (with  her  red 
hair)  and  Bob  Fieldsteel  had  roles.  This  was  the  first  time  we 
used  Debby  Blankman.  Our  school  did  not  have  many  black 
students  and  when  any  of  them  tried  out  I made  an  effort  to 
use  them.  I had  to  cast  someone  as  a famous  successful 
writer  who  could  meet  with  Katirin  (Jeanne)  to  give  her  some 
advice.  I chose  to  give  that  role  to  Irene  Basley  who  was  tall 
and  elegant  and  was  just  the  right  person  to  play  that  role  on 
our  stage.  Oh  memory  where  are  you  when  I need  you? 

Mama  required  multiple  scenic  locations  which  I think  we 
managed  nicely  though  these  pictures  were  shot  a day  or  so 
before  we  actually  opened  hence  the  unfinished  look  to 
everything.
